One more income tax 
form saddles some 


Some 363,218 California 
taxpayers will receive state- 
ments indicating the amount 
f 1967 personal income tax 
prepayment required on the 
basis of their 1966 income, 
Martin Huff, Executive Of. 
ficer of the Franchise Tax 
Board, said recently. The 
time constraint imposed by 
f S.B. 556 will ne- 
cessitate a subsequent mail- 
ing to a small supplemental 
group. 

Notices are in the mail, 
Huff said, and are beingsent 
to all California taxpayers 
who had a 1966 State income 
tax Hability of $200 or more, 
The prepayment, due under 
the terms of Senate Bill 556 
which was adopted by the 
State Legislature this year,

must be paid prior to Octo- 
ber 31, 1967, 

Personal income tax pre- 
payment is a means of bring- 
ing cash into the State’s Ge- 
neral Fund at a time when 
it is normally low, Huff said. 

All resident individuals 
who had 1966 tax liability of 
$200 or more ($100 for mar- 
ried individuals filing sepa- 
rate returns) must file the 
estimate and pay 50 percent 
of their 1966 tax as a pre- 
payment for 1967, Taxpayers 
whose income for 1967 will 
not be as large as the 1966 
income must still file anes- 
timate if they fall within the 
requirements, but they need 
not make a prepayment un- 
less the tax computed at the 
1966 rates would be $200 or 


more, Huff said. 

Taxpayers who are re- 
quired to make the prepay- 
ment will take a credit for 
the amount paid when they 
file their 1967 State income 
tax returns next April 15. 
The statements being mailed 
to taxpayers will show the 
taxpayer’s 1966 tax and the 
amount of prepayment due by 
Oct. 31, 1967. 

Taxpayers who paid $200 
or more in State income 
taxes last year and who do 
not receive a statement in 
the mail should contact the 
nearest office of the Fran- 
chise Tax Board to pick up 
the necessary forms. The 
San Bernardino office is lo- 
cated at 303 W. Third &., 
Room 72, telephone 888.9201.
